Parks and city greenery are important natural enclaves 

in the built-up areas. They are habitats of many species of mam- 
mals and birds nesting in bushes and tree hollows. Parks bring 
visual and environmental diversity to urbanized areas, providing 
place for strolls and recreation for city residents. It is also impor- 
tant that downtown woodlot reduces negative impact 

of air pollution and improves acoustic climate. There are many 
parks and squares in the Lubin area that are organizationally 
and environmentally diverse. 


The most interesting park in Lubin is Park Wroctawski, whose area 
covers 14 hectares. It is the biggest and most valuable man-made 
park landscape in the city. It has a long history — its beginnings 
date back to XIX century, when fragments of marshy meadows 
and dry ground forests were adapted for a park. Its revitalization 
took place between 2013 and 2014. 

In 2014 Nature Education Centre holding hands-on learning 
classes was opened. Educational activities are provided 

in the form of lectures, demonstrations and observation 

of Nature. There is an Aviary functioning as a part of the Centre, 
as well as Mini Zoo, Dinosaur Trail and Education Building, 

where classes are held. 
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The central part of the Nature Educa- 
tion Centre in Lubin are riparian 
forests — the area where the river 
used to overflow. Because of high 
humidity and fertile soil, this area 

is a stronghold of Nature — plants 

and animals, including small mam- 
mals, reptiles, amphibians, insects 
and numerous species of birds. 
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‘ Meetings in the park can assume 
many forms, depending on visitors’ 
likes. For active resting and sport 

q amateurs there is a volleyball court. 
Team sports are perfect for integra- 
tion and meetings with friends, espe- 
cially when in natural environment. 
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There are many places and attractions 
planned for children in the park area. 
There is equipment for children 
of different ages at two playgrounds. 
® An interesting attraction is the Pale- 
ontological Spot on the Dinosaur Trail, 
where young explorers can excavate 
bones of dinosaurs.
